of the Indian Central Arecanut Committee are pub- 
lished for general information: ~ 

In the said rules — 

(1) for rule 5(1) and 5(2), the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

Rule 5(1) These rules shall apply to every 
salaried officer and servant of the Com- 
mittee employed either temporarily or on 
a long-term basis, not being — 

(a) a person who has not put in three years 1 " 

service under the Committee; or 

(b) a person who is a permanent servant of 

the Central Government or of a State 
Government whose services have been 
lent or transferred to the Committee. 

Provided that these rules shall not apply to any 
such servant between whom and the 
Committee an agreement subsists In res- 
pect of a Provident Fund, other than an 
agreement providing for the application 
to him of these rules, and, in the case of 
an agreement so providing, shall apply 
subject to the terms of such agreement. 

Rule 5(2). — Every servant of the Committee to 
whom these rules apply and whose 
salary exceeds Rs. 30/- per month shall 
subscribe to the Fund, and every servant 
of the Committee to whom these rules, 
apply and whose salary does not exceed 
Rs. BO/- per month shall have the option 
to subscribe to the Fund; 

(2) for sub rule (3) of rule 8, the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

(3) A person employed under the Committee, 
either temporarily or on a long-term 
basis, may subscribe with effect from the 
date of his appointment under the Com- 
mittee, but he will be entitled to claim 
the Committee’s share of contribution to 
the Fund only with effect from the date 
on which he completes three years of 
service under the Committee”.
